NEWSROOM NOTES—It seems 
to be a fundamental law of human 
nature that the frequency of argu­ 
ments about a particular subject 
is inversely proportional to the 
quantity of facts in possession of 
the disputants. 
If this could be called the First 
Law of Verbal Dynamics, a Sec­ 
ond Law would be that the vio­ 
lence of an argument vanes with 
the degree of personal commit­ 
ment to one side or the other. 


In other words, the fewer 


facts two opponents are armed 
with and the more devoted they 
are to their own beliefs, the 
louder and more often they are 
going to argue. 


Scientists, 
for 
example, 
may 
argue. 
but they seldom do it 
with a passion because they abide 
by certain agreed-upon methods 
for finding out the facts. They 
also know thai what isn't known 
today will be discovered tomor­ 
row. so there isn’t any use in 
getting emotional about a prob­ 
lem. 


At the other extreme, when it 
comes to things like politics or 
religion, where one man's “ facts” 
are as good as another’s, people 
have been known to kill each 
other—en 
masse—to 
prove 
a 
point. 


Both of these “ laws” seem 


to he In full operation hi this 
country over the Viet Nam Is­ 
sue. Tliey were certainly in full 
force when the Senate began 
debate on the President’s re­ 
quest for several more billions 
tn an emergency military ap­ 
propriation bill to pursue the 
war. 


The elusive facts missing from 
what some are beginning to call 
the Great Debate can be boiled 
down to a few simple questions: 
Is this war necessary? If it is, 
can we win it and are we doing 
what it will take to win it? And if 
the war is not necessary, why are 
we in it and how can we get out 
of it? 
For the majority of Americans, 
the answer to the first question 
is apparently “ Yes.” They are 
convinced that it is vital to the 
future security of this nation, and 
of all free peoples, that a Commu­ 
nist takeover in South Viet Nam 
be prevented. 
For them the issue is, are we 
handling the war in the way best 
calculated to bring it to an hon­ 
orable close, or are we caught 
willy-nilly in a rising spiral of 
death and destruction? in short, 
do we know exactly what we are 
doing? 


But a lot of other people, 


including a lot of senators, be­ 
lieve fervently that the answer 
to the first question is “ no.” 
They demand that this answer 
be honestly 
faced 
and that 


this country begin thinking im­ 
mediately of ways and means of 
withdrawing from a dishonor­ 
able 
and dangerous involve­ 
ment. 
Presumably, the administration 
is in the best position to know the 
essential facts about Viet Nam. 
In any crisis, of course, there 
are always some facts which can­ 
not be disclosed for reasons of 
national security. What is begin­ 
ning to disturb many people, how­ 
ever, is not that the government 
has suppressed or falsified the 
facts about Viet Nam but that it 
may still be groping for them like 
the rest of us. 
If so, and if the ‘‘Laws of Ver­ 
bal Dynamics” are valid, the 
Great Debate has only begun to 
heat up.

Storm Relaxes 
Grip on Parts

FARGO, N.D 
(AP)—A dead 
ly blend of heavy snow and 
screaming winds began to relax 
its paralyzing grip on a vast 
section 
of 
the 
north 
central 
United States today. 


The Weather Bureau called it 
one of the most savage blizzards 
in recorded history. 
With blinding snow and winds 
clocked at over 100 miles per 
hour in some areas, it moved 
with punishing slowness north­ 
eastward 
from western South 
Dakota 
to 
northeastern 
Min­ 
nesota. 


Behind it lay scores of com­ 
munities 
so 
paralyzed 
they 
looked like ghost towns. 


Three Dead 


There were three known dead, 
all in Minnesota. But at least 27 
persons were missing, the m a­ 
jority in North Dakota, where 
the storm ’s fury seemed great­ 
est. 
So brutal was 
the blizzard 
that tragedy stalked what would 


ordinarily be the safest, sim ­ 
plest tasks. 


Near Woodworth. in central 
North Dakota, 13-year-old Betty 
Diede vanished while on a trip 
to close a banging chicken coop 
door 100 feet from her parents’ 
home. Her mother, Mrs. Ray- 
mon Diede, nearly died in a 
vain, 
groping search for her 
daughter in the swirling snow, 
but made it back to the house on 
hands and knees. 


Nears Zero 


The mercury neared zero at 
the height of the storm. Motin- 
tainous drifts made such a thing 
as a level snow reading race. 
But where North Dakota gauges 
worked, they measured depths 
up to 34 inches at Devils Lake. 


The storm shattered almost 
all activities dependent on out­ 
door travel. Schools closed. En­ 
tire 
business 
districts 
shut 
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flam es. Several said it seemed 
to flutter to the earth like a leaf, 
disintegrating in its fall. 


Almost 
1,000 
Japanese 
sol­ 
diers,

worked into the night carrying 
the bodies from the plane down 
to this town five miles away.

Rescue workers said they had 
found all the bodies.

The bill, 
he said, would come out of com­ 
mittee just about the way John­ 
son submitted it. 


“ I just had rny budget busted

GI bill, giving five million vet­ 
erans new benefits in education, 
housing loans and other areas. 


The President had requested 
the benefits for combat veterans 
serving since Jan. 31, 195 5 . In­ 
stead, Congress voted the bonus 
to all veterans from that date. 
The cost for the first year alone 
will be $245 million more than 
the $15 0 million Johnson had 
figured on.

He began to 
rely much less on McGeorge 
Bundy, special assistant for in­ 
ternational security affairs, and 
much more on the two Cabinet 
officers directly involved in for­ 
eign operations—-Rusk and Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Nam ara. The shift to the new 
way of doing business developed 
slowly over a two-year period. 
Thus the order issued Friday is 
basically a public acknowledge­ 
ment of an existing system. 
One cornerstone of the system 
is the close relationship Johnson 
has with Rusk and M cNamara. 
He praises both broadly. Rusk 
has 
seemed 
somewhat 
more 
aggressive in the development 
of foreign policy issues and de­ 
cisions under Johnson s leader­ 
ship than he was under Kenne­ 
dy.

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LBJ Late Decision 
Maker? Not Secretive

WASHINGTON—(NKA)-Presadent Johnson is constantly being 
chided by his detractors for secrecy, yet some of the most secret 
things he does in the conduct of his office are never talked about. 
The biggest fuss is usually made over the fact that the Presi­ 
dent keeps word of nianv of his decisions—ineluding his appoint­ 
ments and his major travel plans—so close to his ribs that even 
key staff men cannot get a peek at them. 
His severest critics are charging that much of the time he really 
decides a matter early in the game, that the elaborate, showy busi­ 
ness of consulting many people and collecting information from 
varied sources is just a way of building a consensus to help sell his 
decision. 
The evidence for this is. however, extremely thin. Men of suffi­ 
ciently detached judgment not to be rated Johnson apologists insist 
that he is in fact a “ late-hour decision maker.” with an almost 
maddening penchant for making that one extra call to get another 
view or some stray data. 
What perhaps ought to concern the critics more is how little they 
really know of some of the people whose counsel the President 
tosses into his decision mix. 
While the complainants are banging away at all the standard 
targets like Defense Secretary Robert McNamara and Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk, Johnson is busy talking to a good many outside 
people that even Washington s nosiest reporters do not know he 
calls. 
Generally, their public stature is high. One name that has at 
last popped out, for example, is that of Arthur Dean, top negotiator 
for the United States in the Korean negotiations. 
But the President's best kept secrets revolve around the 15 or 


more task forces he has named to advise him in key fields since 
late 1964. 
In earlier regimes, task forces usually were well publicized; 
they made formal reports, and these were released—like as not to 
be shelved with little or no action. 


Under Johnson this mechanism works altogether differently and 


perhaps more significantly. 


With an exception or two (the recent study group on urban 


affairs), the President does not disclose the component member­ 
ship of these forces. 
Again, except in one or two instances (the unit on natural beauty 


is one), these wholly secret units have not made formal reports. 
Whatever they have recommended has gone quietly to the President 
and his most limited circle. 


It is pretty plain that these units are not engaged in trivial side­ 
shows or sterile word-shuffling. As the President entered 1965, he 
had task forces toiling away in every major field covered by Great 
Society legislation which later was enacted. 


Yet few men know who the consultants were, what Ideas they 


offered, what conflicts developed among them, what weight the 
President gave them in his final decisions. He has been entirely 
free to go though the “ weighing process” with these units—without 
risk that press and public will catch a glimpse at some preliminary 
itage. 
TTie one lapse from this quite amazing internal security came 


with the publicly identified urban affairs task force, whose conflicts 
over what ought to go into the new Department of Housing and 
Urban Development leaked out and caused a stir. That task force's 
staff head once froze in near-shock when a reporter turned up in 
his unpublicized lair one day. 
Right now there is no fresh word of important task force oper­ 
ations. But the President can name new ones or recall old ones on 
short notice, give them big assignments and hear their reports with 
hardly a ripple of news reaching the public.

These 
are best removed with a fine 
tooth comb. After the shampoo 
and combing, be sure to send 
the bedding, especially the pillow 
cases, to the laundry. 
Q — My daughter died at age 
2 of a Wilm’s tumor. The doctor 
said it was discovered too late. 
Since I now' have two boys (ages 
1 and 2), could you tell me what 
symptoms to look for? Does this 
disease run in certain families? 
A — Cancer of the kidney in 


early childhood (Wilm’s tumor) 
is diagnosed by feeling a hard, 
non tender mass in the kidney re­ 
gion, usually on one side only. 
Blood may appear in the urine, 
but. when this occurs, if it is due 
to a Wilm’s tumor, the disease is 
too far advanced for treatment to 
he effective. The cause is un­ 
known but there is no evidence 
that it runs in families. 
As soon as the diagnosis is 
made, the tumor should be re­ 
moved. This should be followed 
by deep X-rav therapy over the 
kidney region. Recent reports in­ 
dicate that in addition to these 
measures, 
giving 
dactinomycin 
improves the victim’s chances for 
survival.

Teen-age marriages have in­ 
creased in the past 20 years with 
“disastrous consequences,” 
Dr. 
Harold I. Lief reported to physi­ 
cians 
attending 
the American 
Medical Association’s 62nd an­ 
nual Congress on medical educa­ 
tion. 
The Tulane University psychia­ 
trist noted that more than 40 
per cent of U.S. brides are teen­ 
agers: that in a recent year more 
than 600.000 babies were bom to 
mothers between the ages of 14 
and 19; that one out of every 
three high school brides is preg­ 
nant when she marries (and one 
out of six brides generally); and 
that approximately half the teen­ 
age marriages end in divorce. 
Dr. Lief urged more active and 
intensive counseling of young peo­ 
ple to head off the “ individual 
waste, pain, and lives irreversibly 
scarred or wrecked.” 
Giant strides will be made to 
halt family breakdown. Dr. Lief 
observed, when physicians and 
other adults assume responsibil­ 
ity for a broadened concept of 
family planning. Young people 
must he guided not only in con­ 
traception. but in such matters as 
when to marry, when to have the 
first child, child spacing and the 
desired size of the family. 
He noted that the general mari­ 
tal and sexual adjustment of par­ 
ents must be* among the prime 
concerns of physicians and others 
interested in the health of the 
community as well as of individu­ 
als. 


Why Adolescents Marry’ 
The physician said that while 
not all teenage marriages are 
poor risks, many young people 
are motivated to get married for 
such essentially unsound reasons 
as the search of illusory security, 
to achieve status or sexual pleas­ 
ure, or to make a pregnancy le­ 
gal. Sometimes such marriages 
represent a rebellion against par­ 
ental wishes, an effort to over­ 
come loneliness and to become 
one of the crowd, or a wish to at­ 
tain independence before being 
emotionally ready for it. 
While many of these motiva­ 
tions occur later in life as well, 
bv that time the individual has 
usually developed certain firm 
values and beliefs that are less 
liJkely to change. An older per­ 
son is also likely to have a sense 
of certainty about who he is, Dr. 
Lief said. The personalities of ad­ 
olescents, on the other hand, are 
in the process of change, and ad­ 
olescent husbands and wives may 
grow at different rates and in dif­ 
ferent directions, and in a few 
short years become incompatible. 
Helping Young People 
What can the physician and oth­ 
er adults do to help young peo­ 
ple through the trying period of 
adolescence? 
Dr. Lief believes that every ef­ 
fort should be made to get young 
people to postpone marriage for 
a few years, and that meaningful 
pre-marital counseling is a must. 
Such counseling should include 
not only a blood test for venereal 
disease, a complete physical ex­ 
amination, and contraceptive ad­ 
vice, but also the following: 
Sound information about sex to 
overcome fears that can inter­ 
fere with a healthy relationship. 
Consideration of the timing of 
the first child. Postponing the ar­ 
rival of the baby until the bride is 
in her early 20 s will give the 
couple a chance to see if the mar­ 
riage is solid enough to sustain a 
child. 
Child spacing. Dr. Lief notes 


that “ sowing the seeds too rapid­ 
ly may sow the seeds for even­ 
tual family disorganization.” He 
points out that children coming in 
quick succession can lie emotion­ 
ally and economically burdensome 
for the parents, leading to emo­ 
tional problems in the children. 
Child spacing should be discussed 
before marriage, during pregnan­ 
cy, and six weeks after delivery 
when a woman s motivation for 
contraception is high. 
Number of children. While no 
one can say for certain what thé 
ideal family size should be, physi­ 
cians and others can at least clar­ 
ify for young people what the 
population explosion will mean to 
them personally in terms of high­ 
er taxes, overcrowded cities, dim­ 
inishing open spaces for relaxa­ 
tion. air pollution, joblessness. 
Such counseling, the physician 
believes, will help reduce illegiti­ 
macy. abortion, individual and 
family breakdown — and will thus 
contribute to the health of the en­ 
tire nation.

y ear, y ou may claim her as a de­ 
pendent unless she files a joint 
return with her husband, provid­ 
ed the gross-income and citizen­ 
ship tests are met. If she files 
jointly , y ou may not claim her ex­ 
emption.

Q — I qualify as unmarried 
head of household. Which tax ta­ 
ble should I use? 
A — If y our adjusted gross in­ 
come is less than $5000 and y ou 
do not claim itemized deductions, 
use Table B on page 13 of the 
1040 instruction book let;

Q — I retired last y ear after 30 
y ears of government service on 
a disability pension. Is this tax­ 
able to me?

Since 
U.S. Civil Service employ ees may 
retire at age 60 with 30 y ears of 
service, y our pension qualifies as 
sick pay and up to $100 a week 
may be excluded from income.
